On Thursday, December 21,2006, New 
Jersey Governor Corzine signed legislation 
granting full relationship recognition 
rights in New Jersey through civil unions. 

- Read more for answers to some common 
questions about New Jersey civil unions. 

When does the civil union law go into effect? 

The law goes into effect on Monday. February 
19. 2(X)7, sixty days after Governor Corzine 
signed the bill into law. Monday. February 19, 
2(X)7 is the first day you will be allowed to obtain 
a civil union license. New Jersey law mandates 
a 72-hour waiting period between getting the 
license and actually getting civil unioned, equal 
to the waiting period before getting married. 
Therefore, if you obtain your civil union license 
on Monday. February 19. 2007. the earliest you 
can get civil unioned is Thursday, February 
22. 2007. Please note that Monday, February 
19. 2007 is a state holiday, so likely you will 
first be able to obtain a civil union license on 
Tuesday, February 20. 2007, and first be able to 
get civil unioned on Friday, February 23, 2007. 

We don't live in New Jersey but we want to 
get a civil union in New Jersey. Can we? 

Yes, you can. New Jersey does not have a 
residency requirement for either marriages or 
civil unions. If you are not residents of New 
Jersey, pick up a civil union license in the 
municipality in which your civil union w ill 
take place. The ceremony can be conducted by 
any clergy member in New Jersey or any of the 
government officials listed in question 3 below. 

It is unclear at this time how civil unions will be 
received in Pennsylvania. Current Pennsylvania 
law' does not specifically recognize civil unions 

— this means that your civil union may not be 
recognized in Pennsylvania. The New Jersey law 
will not affect the 1996 Pennsylvania Defense of 
Marriage Act (DOMA), which prohibits same-sex 
couples from being married in this state. That 
legislation also states that Pennsylvania will not 
recognize same-sex marriages from other states. 

If you need more information about your 
personal circumstances, please contact 
the Center at 215-731 -1447 ext. 15. 

What are the mechanics of 
getting a civil union? 

If you're a New Jersey couple or one of you 
lives in New Jersey, you may pick up a civil 
union license in the municipality in which 
you live. Go to your city hall, township hall, 
village hall or borough hall during business 
hours. If neither of you live in New Jersey, 
pick up a civil union license in the municipality 
in which your civil union will take place. 

Again, as with marriages. New Jersey has a 72- 
hour waiting period between the time you get your 
license and the time you go through with your 
civil union. Once you pick up your civil union 
license, the license is good for 30 calendar days. 
When you pick up your license, bring two blank 
checks with you. One check you'll make out 
for $25 and the other check for S3, for $28 in 
fees together, the same fees as for marriage. 


In The News 


Once you’ve waited the 72 hours after 
you get your license, you can have your 
ceremony. It can be as simple and private as 
you like, or not. In any case, you will need 
one witness 18 years or older, w ho is neither 
you nor your partner, nor your officiant. 

Your civil union may be conducted by a clergy 
member in New Jersey (or registering officer 
if you are a Quaker) or by the following 
government officials: A federal, state or municipal 
judge whose jurisdiction is. or includes. New 
Jersey: or a county surrogate, county clerk, 
mayor, deputy mayor if authorized by the 
mayor, or the head of a municipal council. If 
you don't personally know a clergy person or 
government official, call or visit your municipal 
hall well in advance to confirm there is an 
officer available who performs civil unions. 

As you may have read, a few mayors have 
stated they will not perform civil unions. Those 
mayors could be violating the New Jersey Law 
Against Discrimination and may be subject to 
heavy fines. Should you run into this from any 
government official, please contact Garden 
State Equality, New Jersey’s statewide LGBT 
advocacy organization immediately at (973) GSE- 
LGBT or Contact@GardenStateEquality.org. 

After your ceremony, you or your officiant 
have 5 calendar days to send your civil union 
license and certificate to the local registrar 
or clerk of the county board of health. 

What if we're domestic-partnered in 
New Jersey? I)o we have to do anything 
to end our domestic partnership 
before we get a civil union? 

No. you don't have to do anything to end your 
existing domestic partnership. According to the 
new civil union law, when you get a civil union, 
your domestic partnership is automatically 
superseded by the civil union. If you and your 
partner choose not to get a civil union but instead 
prefer to stay with the far fewer protections 
of your existing domestic partnership, your 
domestic partnership will be unaffected. 


when the law takes effect in February. 

My partner and I got a civil union in 
another state. Can we still get eivil- 
unioned in New Jersey if w e w ant to? 

If you and your partner got a civil union in 
Vermont or Connecticut. New Jersey's new civil 
unions law allows you automatically to consider 
yourselves civil unioned in New Jersey. But 
according to the new law, you also have the option 
of getting another civil union in New Jersey. 

Some same-sex couples who have been 
civil-unioned in Vermont or Connecticut 
believe it would be wise to get a civil union 
in New Jersey so the state has it on record. 

If you registered as domestic partners in 
California, you may know that California 
domestic partnerships contain enough rights, 
benefits and responsibilities that practically 
speaking, they equal civil unions. But because 
California domestic partnerships are still not 
called civil unions, if you want civil-union 
protection in New Jersey, we recommend 
that you get a civil union in New Jersey. 

If you registered as domestic partners in 
some other state and want civil-union 
protection in New Jersey, we recommend 
that you get a civil union in New Jersey. 

If a clergy member performs our civil union 
in a religious ceremony in New Jersey, can the 
clergy member call it a marriage or a wedding, 
or refer to us at the ceremony as spouses? 

You, and your clergy member or other 
officiant, can use whatever terminology you’d 
like for the ceremony. It is, after all, your 
ceremony. But to be clear, the maximum 
legal protection you would get in New Jersey 
is that of a civil union, not a marriage. 

My partner is not a U.S. citizen but I 
am. If we get a civil union in New Jersey, 
will my partner be able to come live in 
the United States like an opposite-sex 
husband or wife of a U.S. citizen could? 


For same-sex couples, once the civil unions law 
takes effect, only civil unions and not domestic 
partnerships will be available. As you may 
remember. New Jersey's domestic partnership 
law enacted in 2004 also allows opposite-sex 
couples older than 62 to register as domestic 
partners. Such opposite-sex couples will still 
be able to register as domestic partners, even 
after the civil unions law' takes effect. 


Immigration is totally governed by federal law, 
which does not recognize same-sex relationships, 
whether marriages, civil unions or domestic 
partnerships. We would advise you, in this case, to 
call the Center or to discuss immigration issues. 

What are the procedures and grounds 
for ending a civil union? 


My partner and I did not register as domestic 
partners. We were thinking of it, but didn't 
get a chance to. Should we register as 
domestic partners now even though New 
Jersey will get civil unions very soon? 

To maximize your legal protection under 
New Jersey law, you may register as domestic 
partners now and then enter a civil union 


They parallel the procedures and grounds 
for getting a divorce. We recommend 
you call the Center to discuss matters 
related to terminating a civil union.

legal recognition of same-sex relationships.

The projected Photo Project has been shown 
on screen or wall at: MCCLV Anniversary 
Banquet, PDN's Melissa Etheridge Dinner Event 
at Musikfest on the inside ceiling of the tent, 
PFLAG in Reading, Air Products and Chemicals, 
2006 Fall Concert of the LV Gay Men's Chorus. 

Labels on each photo include the names of 
each member of the committed same-sex 
couple, each of their professions, the number of 
years they have been together and the number 
of children they have, if any. The exhibition 
(both framed and projected) also includes 
signs with information and statistics about 
civil marriage rights and discrimination. 

The photos are in black and white and are 
5” x 7" and are in 8" by 10” frames. The

Photo Project participants must be committed 
same-sex couples who are out and comfortable 
with their name and photograph being 
shown in very public venues (this project 
has already been seen on TV News).

All participants must live in, or have lived in 
Pennsylvania, preferably the greater Lehigh 
Valley Area or Berks County. All participants 
must sign a release allowing their photo to be 
shown in Project exhibitions and in publicity for 
the Project. A poster including 120 of the couples 
is being prepared for release in spring of 2007.

Gaydar Magazine: Isn’t 10 
a.m. a little early for a diva to be 
conducting an interview? 

Linda Eder: Not a diva with 
a 7 year old. (both laugh) 

GM: What’s a typical day for Linda Eder? 
LE: Well, as I said I'm up at 7 a.m. to 
get my son on the bus for 8. I live on 
a horse farm about an hour outside of 
Manhattan. We have dogs and chickens. 

I do the chores. I've lived in L.A. and 
NYC and just prefer this kind of life. 

GM: What else would people be surprised 
to learn about their favorite diva? 

LE: I guess that I'm a country-outdoors- 
hands-in-the-dirt kind of person. That's 
how my family is. I'm out there in 
the muck. I’m not getting manicures 
and pedicures. I'm not that girly. 

GM: We’ve mentioned the word diva 
thrice now. You admire Judy Garland to 
the point that you recorded By Myself: The 
Songs of Judy Garland. You and Judy are 
icons for generations of gay men. What is 
it about Judy that you find so fascinating? 
LE: I admire her as a performer, singer 
and entertainer. The idea for the CD was 
brought to me by my label. I said, why 
not. She’s the reason I wanted to sing 
in the first place. 1 love those songs. 

GM: Why do you think gay men 
are so fascinated by you? 

LE: I'm flattered that gay men are attracted 
to my music. I don't know. Perhaps the 
emotional and theatrical components that 
also lend themselves to live performance. 
I'm fortunate to have the gay audience. 

GM: Who else influences your music? 

LE: Opera singer Ilene Farrell, of 
course Garland and Barbra Striesand. 
Currently I love John Ondrasik, the 
lead singer from Five for Fighting. 

GM: What is it like to perform on 
Broadway as you did in Jekyll & Hyde ? 

LE: Not so different really from a concert, 
in regards to the singing.

GM: And it all started on Star 
Search.

You know him from American Idol's lirst 
season and the Eating Out films. But. did 
you know he's a Chicago Bears fan? I 
didn’t and apparently, he's not. 

Gaydar Magazine: How ‘bout those Bears? 

Jim Verraros: Huh? 

GM: The Chicago Bears. In your bio it 
says you are an avid Chicago sports fan. 

JV: Really? No, not at all. 

GM: Okay. then. Explain how one becomes 
a successful singer when growing up in 
a home where both parents are deaf? 

JV: I think it actually helped. I got feedback 
from other people. They would tell my parents 
how good I was and my parents believed them. 

I also used that opportunity to sing all the time. 
Night or day and I didn't have to worry about 
bothering my parents with my singing at 1 
a.m. I had to learn at the age of five to translate 
for my parents. Somehow they knew I could 
handle it. I learned to spell through closed 
captioning. I feel 1 got the best of both worlds. 

GM: Describe your experience 
on American Idol. 

JV: Paula (Abdul) was the only one I connected 
with. And. she has stuck with me. (The previous 
week Abdul flew Jim to Las Vegas to perform 
when she was named Nevada Ballet Theatre's 
Woman of the Year) That was the first year and 
no one knew what to expect. No one knows what 
we went through. It was grass roots compared 
to the elaborate sets they have now. We were 
eating multigrain bars and Twizzlers. Now they 
get filet mignon. I remember Kelly (Clarkson) 
being in my group. I thought I sucked ass and I 
remember thinking, “Why is she in my group?" 

GM: How comfortable is it to be “out" 
in the entertainment industry? 

JV: I don't think the music industry is heading 
anywhere good. Period. I think people are 
doing the good stuff on their own. It’s a great 
F. U. to the music industry. MySpace is a great 
free marketing tool. You don't need a major 
label anymore. I was out before my career 
started. I thought being signed by a major label 
was a sign of how good I was. I don't think 
that's true any longer. If “gay" wasn't an issue 
more 23-year-old performers would be out. 

As far as acting. I live in Chicago but am in New 
York for Fashion Week. New York embraces 
people regardless of sexual orientation. Los 
Angeles is a bit different. I have to be careful 
of pigeon-holing myself. I don’t want to do

GM: How did Eating Out come your way? 

JV: Director Allan Brocka was fan of 
Idol. He had created this gay character and 
thought of me. He wrote me an e-mail. I 
thought. “This sounds like porn." The movie 
was shot in Tucson in ten days. 1 loved the 
script. The second one is ten times funnier. 

GM: Do you prefer acting or singing? 

JV: They are interchangeable. You're trying to 
sell something either way. Before Idol, I was 
an actor in straight theatre, so to speak. I'd love 
to do Broadway. I love them both for different 
reasons. I like to get to know' the technical team. 
There are so many selfish actors out there who 
have no idea what the boom guy does. Holding 
this mic for 14-15 hours a day. It’s mind boggling 
how hard the work is to make the whole thing 
come together. 


GM: What’s an average day like for you?

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Was He Or Wasn't He? 


Abraham Lincoln hardly fits the stereotype of 
a gay man. Fashion sense? Basic black without 
a single strand of pearls. Dancing? A graceful 
dancer Mr. L was not. Pretty boy good looks? 

Let's not go there. And then there was the wife 
and the four children they had together. 

If you want to know more about Lincoln, the 
man, the myth and the icon, come to the current 
exhibit at the Lehigh County Historical Society's 
Lehigh Valley Heritage Center & Museum at 
425 Walnut St. in Allentown. Here under the title 
“Abraham Lincoln and the Promise Of America" 
you will see over 1000 items, some never before 
made public, relating to the life and times of the 
most significant American who ever lived. 

Lincoln has also become the focal point 
of gay history in a way he never has been 
before. In 2003 author C.A. Tripp published 
a controversial book called “The Intimate 
Life of Abraham Lincoln" and nothing in the 
Lincoln world has been quite the same since. 

Tripp, a gay man. died shortly after his book 
appeared. He was not a historian but a sexologist. 
In the 1950s. he worked with Dr. Alfred Kinsey 
on early studies that sought to prove that 
homosexuality was not a perversion practiced by a 
tiny few but fairly widespread in American culture.

The modem study of gay history began in the 1970s 
following the gay rights movement after Stonewall 
in 1969. Like other discriminated against minorities 
gays set out to find their place in history. Books 
like A.L. Rowse’s “Homosexuals In History" and 
Jonathan Katz's "Gay American History" were 
among the ground breaking works in the field.

today argue the fact that Alexander the Gffat. 
Leonardo da Vinci and Michelangelo were 
homosexuals. But Lincoln is another matter. 

Tripp, looking at the documents from a 
gay perspective believed that Lincoln was 
a homosexual. But many Lincoln scholars 
question his arguments. They claim Tripp was 
an advocate that had already determined that 
Lincoln was gay before he did his research and 
set out to twist documents to prove his point. The 
most vehement accuse Tripp of trying to make 
Lincoln a “poster boy” for the gay “lifestyle." 




when wife Mary Todd Lincoln was away. Tripp's 
sources suggest these things were well known enough 
to be a topic of gossip in Washington's social set. 

But good historians demand documents, especially 
when dealing with long dead people who cannot defend 
themselves. There is nothing from either man claiming 
anything sexual went on between them. In fact the 
captain of the guard eventually had two wives and 
ten children. That may just prove that the plumbing 
worked. But it may also mean that he was straight. 

Lincoln's biggest assumed “crush" and the one most 
argued over among historians was said to be with 
Joshua Speed, his lifelong friend. The son of an 
aristocratic Kentucky family. Speed was living in 
Springfield. Illinois running a general store in 1837 
when Lincoln, then a poor young man came into 
town. He told Speed he had no money and needed 
credit. He did not even have money for a bed. 

“’I said to him,'” Speed wrote many years later. '"You 
seem to be so much pained at contracting so small 
a debt, 1 think I can suggest a plan by which you 
can avoid the debt and at the same time attain your 
end. I have a large room with a double bed upstairs, 
which you are very welcome to share with me.' 

'Where is your room?' said he. 

‘Upstairs.’ said I, pointing to a pair of winding 
stairs which led from the store to my room. 

He took his saddle-bags on his arm. went up 
stairs, set them down on the floor, and came 
down with the most changed countenance. 

Beaming with pleasure he exclaimed, 

‘Well. Speed I am moved.’” 

Historians confronted by this evidence point 
out. correctly, that it was not at all uncommon 
for men to share beds particularly on the frontier 
under crowded circumstances. Few note or think 
it is even of much interest that Lincoln and 
Speed spent four years in the same bed. It was 
they say merely a matter of saving money. 

Tripp argues Lincoln's necessity for sharing a bed for 
a couple of months was one thing. But after four years 
Lincoln was quite well off enough to purchase his 
own bed. Historians say there was nothing odd in their 
sleeping arrangements. It was such a common practice, 
they argue, that no one thought anything about it. 

In January 1841. when Speed announced he needed to 
return to Kentucky at his mother’s request, Lincoln had 
what might be called a nervous breakdown. Some call 
it a clinical depression. Historians see it as a collapse 


brought about by fear of his upcoming marriage. 

Many sources agree that as a boy and young man, 
Lincoln, who enjoyed the company of older married 
women, was awkward around unmarried females. 

Tripp sees it as rooted in the despair Lincoln felt at 
being separated from the person he loved. Historians 
say the flowery language between them in letters 
they wrote while separated was just part of the social 
etiquette of the time. But what was really going on 
remains unknown and probably unknowable. 

In her Pulitzer Prize winning best seller about Lincoln. 

“A Team of Rivals." Doris Kearns Goodwin notes a 
comment made by Lincoln as president in support of 
Joshua Speed's brother James, who he nominated in 1864 
to be his second Attorney General. Lincoln said James 
Speed was “a man I know well, though not so well as his 
brother Joshua...for I slept with Joshua for four years.” 

Kearns Goodwin implies that Lincoln felt safe in 
saying this because no one at the time would have 
thought that a married man with children would 
have even been interested in sex with another 
man. If he was having sex with Joshua Speed he 
would not have even brought the subject up. 

“Lincoln's ease in referring to his sleeping arrangements 
with Joshua Speed is further evidence that theirs was not 
a sexual relationship," Kearns Goodwin writes. “Had 
it been." historian David Donald suggests the president 
would not have spoken “so freely and publicly.” 

But this argument cuts both ways. In the absence 
of supporting documents it is impossible to know 
if Lincoln was just being coy. candid, or didn't 
think it was any big deal because there was no 
sexual relationship between them. Tripp's theory 
is impossible to totally prove or disprove. 

A far better candidate for the first gay president 
could be James Buchanan, Lincoln's immediate 
predecessor. The only bachelor and Pennsylvanian 
to occupy the White House. Buchanan's presumed 
partner was said to be William Rufus DeVane King, 
plantation owner, U.S. Senator from Alabama, and 
Vice President to President Franklin Pierce. 

Even in that era of close male friendships, the King- 
Buchanan relationship caused remark. While both were 
in the Senate they lived together for 16 years. Buchanan 
called their relationship “a communion.” President 
Andrew Jackson's favorite term for King was “Miss 
Nancy,” common 19^ century slang for a gay man. 
Others referred to him as “Aunt Fancy,” “Mrs. 

Buchanan" or simply “her.” When King was named 
U.S. Minister to France. Washington gossips talked 
of his “divorce" from Buchanan. King died in 1853. 
three years before his friend got to the White House. 


Despite his possible historic role as the first 
gay vice president. King has few defenders. 

And they grow fewer as time passes. 

In 1986 the King County Council of King County, 
Washington, whose county seat is Seattle, voted to reject 
King, for whom the county was named in 1852 because 
of his slaveholding past. They re-named themselves 
after civil rights leader. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 

This re-naming was not officially recognized by the 
state of Washington until 2005. This action, while 
understandable, brings up the question of consistency: 
perhaps they should change the name of the state 
since George Washington was also a slaveholder. 

Buchanan, usually rated one of the worst U.S. presidents, 
is not someone either gays or straights want to claim 
as their own. Tripp never mentions either King or 
Buchanan in his book. And those establishment historians 
rushing to defend Lincoln hardly seem to care about the 
reputation of Buchanan and King. But “victory has a 
thousand fathers and defeat is in orphan.” as that very 
heterosexual president. John F. Kennedy once said. It's 
Lincoln and not Buchanan that is on Mount Rushmore. 

There are some historians who believe the issue 
of a gay or straight Lincoln is a tempest in a 
teapot, something that at this distance from the 
past is both unknown and unknowable. 

Steve Lee Carson, lecturer, author, playwright and a 
board member of the Abraham Lincoln Institute, does 
not discount the possibility that Lincoln might have had 
sexual experiences with men, which did not make him 
gay. “Some say things in opposition, (to Tripp) they 
cannot prove.” he says. “How can they know?'* At the 
same time he notes that Tripp makes “great leaps of faith” 
in jumping to conclusions about things he cannot prove. 
“It is a real tragedy that he died before his book was 
published so that he could have answered questions that 
have arisen,” says Carson. 

Joseph Garrera. executive director of the Lehigh 
Valley Heritage Center & Museum, long time president 
of The Lincoln Group of New York, and member of 
the "Advisory Board” to the Federal Abraham Lincoln 
Bicentennial Commission does not believe that the 
surviving evidence proves that Lincoln was gay. But he 
also wonders what difference it would make if it did. 

“Whatever his sexuality Lincoln would still be the 
eloquent spokesmen of American freedom and equality he 
has always been.” says Garrera. “Gay or straight he can 
be a hero to gay people as he has been to all American 
minorities who have struggled and continue to struggle 
for justice and their civil rights in our democracy."

Adaptive headlights that move when you 
turn into a corner? You bet. Lots of other 
goodies to engage the driver and create an 
awesome driving experience? Oh yeah. 



BMW’s 5th generation 3-series coupe is back 
with a vengeance. With more horsepower than 
ever before (save the M3), the 2007 BMW 
335i is a well-equipped machine designed to 
entertain those who get excited when the roads 
get curvy. The sedan iteration of the new 
series made its debut in 2006, and in ty pical 
BMW fashion, the coupe made its entrance 
one year later. The wait was worth it. 

Even if you're not a ‘car’ guy or gal. it's hard not 
to be aware of BMW. It has won countless awards 
and accolades, and the 3-series has been on Car & 
Driver's "10 Best List" for 16 consecutive years. 

If you want power, look no further. This new 
twin-turbo 6-cylinder engine delivers 300 
horsepower with such smoothness and authority 
that you'd swear it had 2 more cylinders. Put 
your foot down, and this car moves. Now. 

0 - 60 comes in a bit over 5 seconds. The grin 
in your face will arrive sooner. No matter what 
gear you are in. you won't fear on-ramps or 
merging into busy traffic. Torque (that force 
you feel when you accelerate) is available from 
as little as 1400 rpms. The 6-speed manual 
transmission is easy to use, and shifts are 
crisp. BMW's penchant for precise clutch/ 
transmission pairings is evident here. There is 
also a 6-speed Steptronic automatic available, 
with steering-wheel-mounted shift paddles. 

This is one attractive, yet understated coupe. 



The new front end bears a family resemblance 
to the new 3-series, and other styling cues from 
the past are unmistakable, even down to the 
Hofmeister Kink. No. this is not something you 
get in your neck when you are relegated to the 
back seat. This is a design statement harkening 
back to Wilhelm Hofmeister, Chief Designer 
for BMW. over 45 years ago. The ‘kink* is that 
up-tick at the back of the rear quarter window, 
which all BMW coupes have had since 1961. 



My tester was a refined beauty. From the Space 
Grey exterior to the Coral red leather (more of a 
brick color), this car is stunning. The interior is 
typical BMW: 3-spoke steering wheel, functional 
dashboard design, clear gauges. There are some 
features which belie the $4IK base price. Touches 
such as soft red ambient lighting along each door 
panel make you feel more upmarket than you 
are. When you close either door, your seatbelt 
is presented to you via a motorized arm, so you 
don't have to fumble for it, as you would in other 
2-door cars. It's pretty smart when the car has 
anticipated needs you didn’t even realize you had. 
This car also had the adaptive headlights. When 
you turn into a curve or comer, the headlights turn 
with you, allowing you to ‘see’ into where you 
are heading, a smart and safe idea. Combine that 
with xenon high-intensity headlights (those ‘extra' 
bright ones you see on expensive cars nowadays) 
and driving at night is much safer. Buttons on the 
steering wheel adjust the sound system volume 
and other controls, and are also lit at night. The 
heated driver's seat has enough power and 
manual adjustments to suit most drivers. This 
car also had a key fob which you kept in your 
pocket. When you approach the car. it ‘knows* 
you are near and unlocks the doors. You start 
the car not by inserting a key. but rather by 
depressing a ‘stop/start* button on the dashboard. 
The back seat was pretty comfortable as well, 
but only for 2, please. Or, more likely, it's 
where you’ll put your briefcase or purchases. 

Both rear seats fold down, giving you more 
room than you would have thought. So. if 
you’re shopping at Pottery Barn or Crate & 

Barrel, picking up that new rug or bookcase 
might not require a separate delivery charge. 

This car drove and rode with an expected firm 


ride, and handled beautifully. Enough road feel 
to know what’s going on, and precise steering so 
you won't get yourself in trouble. Remember, 
this is a rear-wheel drive car, with an almost 
51/49 weight distribution, for smooth balanced 
handling. The car also had stability control 
and traction control, which should help keep 
the car planted when the roads get slippery. If 
you live in an area with snow, there is a 230 hp 
all-wheel drive coupe available, the 328xi. 



My tester had a final window sticker of almost 
$47K, however that does include a 4 year/50,000 
mile comprehensive warranty, including full 
covered maintenance. That means scheduled 
maintenance, oil changes, brake pads, and even 
wiper blades. Most of the competition has 
phased out this benefit which can be worth a 
couple thousand dollars. Given the terms of the 
warranty, leasing might be worth investigating. 

Were there any negatives? Only a few. I wish 
the sunroof were a bit bigger. like on the BMW 
X3 (a huge panoramic affair). Also. I wish the 
manual gear shifter were a bit shorter, thereby 
making the throws a bit shorter, too. I have 
fond memories of a I st generation Miata. and 
the snick-snick of its stubby (short) shifter.

And there’s a 
shot in Female Trouble of Edith Massey sitting 
in the back of the church when Dawn marries a 
heterosexual that is probably very influenced by 
this song. 

But the liner notes say that this song almost 
makes you consider marriage. 

Well, just to see how insane it makes people! I 
wouldn’t go to Ike’s wedding, personally, but if 
you’re Tina Turner you have no choice because 
their relationship, as we know, was about torture. 
Tina Turner is happy today living in Zurich —

Ike. There was nobody more soulful than Tina.

I 
don’t think they have Valentine's Day in Germany. 
Doesn’t sound like a very German holiday. 

What’s your idea of the perfect date? 

Robbing a 7-Eleven, getting away with it and then 
coming home, counting the money, having sex 
and then eating bacon in the morning. 

Have you ever dated an ex-con? 

Oh. I've absolutely dated an ex-con. Nothing I 
like better than a parole guard! Reformed is nice, 
though. But I don’t trust anyone who hasn't been 
arrested at least once. 

You did an album for Christmas and now 
Valentine's Day. Which holiday’s next? 

A lot of people have suggested Halloween, but 
that's too easy. I want Easter—it’s all about guilt.

GM: What does it feel like when you are able 
to work with one of your idols like Bob Fosse in 
Pippin? 

BB: Oh, so exciting. I was a huge fan. I saw 
Pajama Game with the original Fosse choreogra¬ 
phy when I was a child. I had an epiphany when 
I saw “Steam Heat" that musical theatre was 
what I would be doing for the rest of my life. Ed 
Holleman and Larry Howard re-created the Fosse 
choreography. They had danced with Fosse and 
decided to stay in Fort Worth and open a school. 

I started studying with them. They were the first 
gay couple I had ever known. I was 11 at the 
time. They were very influential in my life and 
profession. My mother had been a singer/dancer 
before I was bom, and my aunt was a dance 
teacher as well. I had studied with her from the 
age of three. 

GM: What do you consider to be your most chal¬ 
lenging and rewarding roles to date? 

BB: 1 loved working on the film Tender Mercies. 

I played a country singer and it was a very grati¬ 


fying experience working with Robert Duvall. 
Ellen Barkin. Wilford Brimley, the director Bruce 
Beresford and the great writer Horton Foote. 

Also, Norma in Sunset Boulevard. That role 
required everything I had to give and more. 
Grizabella. of course, from Cats. The song 
“Memory" is a great blessing in my life and has 
become my signature song. 

GM: Yours has been called one of the purest 
voices in entertainment. Who impresses and/or 
inspires you and why? 

BB: Well, thank you for the compliment. 

GM: I read it numerous times while preparing for 
this interview. 

BB: I was just thinking about this the other day. 

I love Alison Krauss. Hers is one the most pure 
and divine voices you'll ever hear. And Michael 
MacDonald's voice for it's soulful quality. I also 
love Johnny Mathis. And classic female singers 
like Ella Fitzgerald, and Carmen McCrea. As far 
as actresses I enjoy Judi Dench and Helen Mirren. 

I was so happy Helen Mirren has been getting 
all these accolades lately for The Queen. I also 
admire Gena Rowlands, Geraldine Page and Kim 
Stanley. Also. Meryl Streep and British actress 
Peggy Ashcroft. 

GM: To a whole generation, including me, you 
will forever be Abby Bradford, the stepmother to 
the clan on Eight is Enough. How did that come 
to be and what are your memories of that time? 
BB: Diana Hyland had shot six episodes and 
then died of cancer. She was John Travolta's 
girlfriend. John and I had just been in Carrie. 
Network executives Brandon Tartikoff and Fred 
Silverman liked my work in Carrie and hoped to 
use that character. Miss Collins, as a prototype 
for the stepmother. After a couple of tests they 
offered me the part. Coming from the New York 
stage I was impressed with the money. I didn't 
stop to think about the long term commitment that 
came with being on a hit television series. It felt 
like working in a factory. I was 29 and just want¬ 
ed to be a good actress. Television is about “time 
& money”. My experience had been doing things 
with more care on Broadway. I would fly back to 
New York every six weeks for voice lessons. It 
took a couple of years to become a team, and then 
the best of each of us rubbed off on the others. 

The quality increased with new writers. Since 
then 1 am very careful when it comes to TV. If it's 
a hit it can be relentless. You really have to love 
the concept of the show and the people you're 
working with. It can be all consuming. I've 
almost done it a couple of times and then bailed 
out. I do remember one producer who was an ass. 
Prior to leaving for NY for my voice lessons he 
said “You have such delusions. You'll be lucky to 


be playing television mothers for the rest of your 
career." Then 1 went on to Tender Mercies. Cats. 
Edwin Drood, Sunset Boulevard. I remember 
trying to get the producers to let me sing on the 
show. Even Happy Birthday. So finally the sym¬ 
pathetic writers wrote a script where the Bradford 
family had to fill in at the last minute at a talent 
show. I wrote an original song and got to perform 
it. From that Mike Douglas and Merv Griffen 
invited me on their shows. Merv was especially a 
champion of mine. 

GM: What can we expect from you at the Civic 
Theatre in May? 

BB: 1 m working with Kenny Werner, my musi¬ 
cal partner for seventeen years, on a new show, 
“Singin* For My Supper" for Feinstein's in NYC. 
We're also doing a new collection for the Seattle 
Symphony before heading to Pennsylvania. 

So we'll be doing some old and new songs at 
Allentown. 

GM: We talked about your idols earlier. What 
does it feel like to know you are idolized by mil¬ 
lions and words of encouragement can you offer 
aspiring thespians and singers? 

BB: I 'm grateful to hear you think I am idolized 
by millions. I'm truly honored that people are 
touched by my work. That's why I do it. I think 
performing is a very high calling. If you feel that 
vision inside yourself, you’ve got to follow it. 
Study with the best teachers you can find. Our 
culture is so much about celebrity and stardom as 
opposed to doing it from the heart. It's about a 
craft and doing wherever you can to follow that 
calling. Singing in a church choir. Reading to 
students in a classroom. To be a “star” seems to 
be a fairly empty pursuit and doesn't guard you 
for the disappointments in this business. You 
do it to serve your craft and to serve your audi¬ 
ence. It's a commitment. You must be unfazed 
by momentary rejection and keep going because 
you must. 

GM: Before I let you go. I would like to ask 
your thoughts on gay marriage. 

BB: Wherever there is love we as a culture 
should honor that. It's a silly debate. 

GM: Well Betty Buckley, it has been an honor to 
interview you for our magazine. 

BB: Steve, thank you for doing this. 

GM: Thank you for doing this and much suc¬ 
cess with the tour. We'll see you in Allentown on 
Friday May 18.

On the eve of oral surgery, Billie Meyers discusses 
her life before and since Kiss the Rain and takes 
on the religious right in her new hit. Just Sex. 

Gaydar Magazine: Give us some background 
for people who only know you from 
"Kiss the Rain”. 

Billie Meyers: I’m doing very, very well. My 
history was as a psychiatric nurse then I was 
a mortgage broker. I was literally in a club in 
London doing a John Travolta impersonation from 
Saturday Night Fever. Someone asked if I could 
sing as well as dance. And, honestly, I can't sing. 
But it sounded so glamorous. Then Peter Harris 
gave me his card. I didn't know if he was serious 
or hitting on me. I went to the audition and he 
asked me to sing lyrics like, "touch me where 
it feels the best...”. It was dreadful. Maybe 
this wasn't going to work. He called me a few 
days later. I had never been in a studio before 
and this doesn't happen to everybody. FMI 
signed me. I was fortunate enough to work with 
Desmond Child. I went to Miami with him to 
do more writing. We wrote "A Few Words Too 
Many”. I realize how lucky and serendipitous 
that all was. I have friends who are so much 
more talented than me, that are still struggling. 

GM: How has life changed for you 
since the huge hit "Kiss the Rain”? 

BM: I was embarrassed the first time I heard 
it on the radio. I was in Boston and riding to 
a radio show. The driver had the radio on and 
I became obviously excited. He asked why 
and I told him that was my song playing. He 
said he liked the song. It was very surreal 
and it feels pretentious to say that I’m a 
singer. When it went Top 5 in England it 
was less low key. I had more fun with it. 

Another example of how my life has changed 
was when I was working in the studio with 
Diane Warren. This was awhile after "Kiss the 
Rain”. She was also there recording with Patti 
LaBelle who I think is one of the world's greatest 
singers, "you're the girl with the big hair who 
was on Leno.” Patti LaBelle knew who I was! 
Then I lost my record deal. I was never 
overconfident. This was devastating and I 
felt low most of the time. I was very lucky 
I had my friends. I was the only mixed race 
person in my school. Racial slurs were thrown 
at me. Kids don't realize how nasty they are 
being. I was in foster care until age eleven. I'm 
happy now. I've been doing a lot of writing. 

GM: Your new single "Just Sex” takes aim at 
social and religious conservatives. Explain. 

BM: I found it amazing how the last election 
was so polarized whether gays should be 
allowed to marry or not. Not whether nations 


2000 gay boys I better not have an inch of 
fat on me. (both laugh) You'd think I'd 
be worried if I could sing. But. no... 


should be free or we should end the war. It was 
disgusting. I was writing "Just Get Over It”. 
Everyone has sexual feelings. The president. The 
Pope. God has given us a chemistry that makes 
us attractive to other people. That somehow 
defines your morality. The religious right creates 
a whole campaign around this whole issue. It 
wasn't long ago that mixed (race) marriages 
were illegal. I find it alarming that intolerable 
prejudice exists. It’s like "if a Mormon wants 
seven wives, that's okay with us” and “we're 
all about God and living but we'll bomb that 
abortion clinic.” I am Catholic. I just don't 
understand the logic. The billion dollar industry 
of the church preaches to help the poor. So 
many of us are followers and we choose the 
wrong people w ith the wrong sense of purpose. 

GM: Who are your favorite singers? 

BM: I think Sinead O'Connor is so 
under-rated. I love raw emotions. Joan 
Armatrading and Joni Mitchell. 


GM: What’s been your most exciting 
experience performing live? 

BM: The Rose Bow l with ten thousand people 
singing along to “Kiss the Rain.” Call me vain, 
but it felt great. I have performed on the steps 
just outside the Vatican. With Ricky Martin in 
front of 19.000 people at the PopFest in Venice. 
At the Hard Rock Cafe in Mexico they wouldn't 
let me get off the stage which was actually on the 
bar. Luckily the tequila was within my reach, so 
I'd take a swig and pass it around the crowd.

BM: To go back out and perform and get 
back in the consciousness of the people 
who like the first two records.

New Jersey, is nothing like most 
communities, nests of alienated, busy 
and failures of human architecture and 
The fact that it had a center you could 
around appealed to me. More nostalgia, 
town’s resemblance to my hometown hit 
I began to cry. With sorrow over Father's 
Or joy over my liberation? I’m the only 
almost yelled. The conflict was so intense 
lost physical, as if the feelings could rake 
rougn my body like my cat's claws would through 
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a kill. Was it a sin to feel joy when His authority 
was gone forever? I began to realize that Father’s 
death was more important than anything that had 
happened to me; even my coming to America. On 
that day, everything began to change. 

When your father is wasteful, drunk, stupid, poor, 
and ugly “simply a loser” it is easy to imagine that 
he might harm you one day. When your father is 
responsible, sober, smart, powerful, and handsome 
“simply a winner” it is harder to comprehend why 
he is hurting you. You realize that society's idea 
of a successful person can, in reality, be a failure. 
Then you question society’s values, what really 
distinguishes a loser from a winner, and you realize 
that society can be wrong: that a father’s love has 
nothing to do with peoples' perception of success 
or failure. 

When Father died, I realized that my entire 
relationship with him was a revolving game of 
continuous attempts to win his heart, to love him 
in any way I could, to make him recognize my 
efforts, and to make him show his gratitude and 
love. But, like many fathers, he kept his love 
hidden in his heart. My father was a man who had 
a natural talent for ruling people. He was tall, dark, 
and classically handsome, like Tyrone Power, had 
the body of a football player, and his expression 
could freeze your blood. He was a militant and a 
Communist official who, like any official, loved 
the system that allowed him to wield his power, yet 
was manipulated by it and became its slave. 

Father's mother was married twice and had 
thirteen children: seven from the first marriage, 
six from the second, and several stillborn. Only 
Father and four of his sisters reached adulthood. 
His father was a farmer and a candle maker on 
the side. Grandmother was mean, a workaholic, 
and a perfectionist. She was an excellent cook, 
but remained extremely picky and demanding, 
especially later to her daughter-in-law, my mother. 
Father respected her fanatically. Not a word could 
be uttered against her. I knew her only from the 
family portrait. She was frighteningly ugly, and 
I tried to avoid being around the wall where the 
picture hung. 

Father and his siblings, some as young as five years 
old, were rousted out of bed every dawn to work 
in the fields. Often, he had to do hard labor on an 
empty stomach. As a small child, he would go to 
church and cry and pray to Jesus and the rest of the 
Holy Family for a piece of bread. When nothing 
changed for the better, he gave up on God and 
religion. It was long before he became a Communist 
when he realized that there were two major types 
of people: the exploiters and the exploited. He 
swore to himself that one day he'd fight against 


the privileged and build a new. more just system. 
His harsh upbringing and my grandfather's abuse, 
however, damaged his soul greatly and made him 
recalcitrant, someone who was hard to deal with. 

When he was in his twenties, as a member of 
the proletariat, my Father got involved in illegal 
activities directed against the king of Yugoslavia. 
When World War II began, he joined the partisans' 
resistance against the Germans and their allies: the 
Bulgarians and the Italians, who shared Macedonia, 
helped by the Albanians and Greek fascists. He 
fought them fearlessly, and soon he was promoted 
to captain. After the war. he was elected president 
of our county and later nominated to be a minister 
in the state government. His mother did not want 
to move to the capital, Skopje, and therefore he 
turned down an opportunity to have lots of money, 
power, and a residence in an elite neighborhood. 
Several months later, grandmother died at the age 
of 94, and Mother was stuck in the province. She 
never forgave Father for that. 

As the President of Prespa County, Father was 
the law. He ruled with an iron hand, demanding 
absolute submission from his subordinates. They 
despised him. Nonetheless, he was respected. He 
always helped the poor and the blue-collar workers, 
not forgetting his own roots. Father was the most 
honest man I ever knew. Like many others, I 
admired his modesty and dignity. He never took 
advantage of that power, turning himself into a 
greedy bureaucrat, like most of his fellow officials 
and politicians, who sank into the pervasive 
corruption that ended up destroying the concept 
of socialism in Yugoslavia. He never took a thing 
that wasn’t his, which he hadn't earned. He strictly 
obeyed Marshal Tito's slogan: “What's alien, don't 
touch; what’s yours, never give up.” We could’ve 
had a private tutor, a mansion, a chauffeur, and many 
other privileges, but he refused them, he didn't 
even own a car. Mother constantly complained 
about his humble way of living and thinking. She 
fought hard with him whenever she purchased new 
things for the house but always managed to keep 
them, so she could show off and make our home 
more glamorous. Our manicured garden was the 
most beautiful in the county, signifying that we 
lived in the chief official’s residence. 

Father was handsome and powerful, yet he could not 
control his anger and his embarrassing, dominating 
temper. Mother was young and beautiful, yet she 
traded her happiness for status. And they had me: 
an adorable child, who possessed not even the 
slightest resemblance to them, yet always tried 
to be a part of their tense marriage. People were 
jealous of our “oeperfect” family, yet they had no 
idea what was going on inside that most splendid 
union. 
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How did Damaged happen? 

My fight to overcome the psychological 
wounds created by my peculiar upbringing 
began when for the first time I realized that 
I was manipulated by the adult world. I was 
very little then. 1 faced the conflicts boldly 
and I began to analy ze myself and the people 
around me in order to find my true identity and 
freedom. It was tough. It was a struggle. But I 
survived, and my book Damages was created. 

What’s the most difficult thing about writing a 
hook like this? 

Damages was a very difficult book to write 
since once more, after the first 24 years of 
my life, I have to challenge my denials and 
truths as accurately as possible. I simply let 
the words flow'. Damages is a book where the 
truth is stranger than fiction. Facing the truth 
was hard, yet the most important and healthy 
thing I did in order to achieve better life. 

What's the most gratifying thing about writing 
a book like this? 

I think a person who writes carries conflict and 
pain. To overcome that conflict and pain, a person 
writes. Writing is a great way to challenge the 
denials and the truths in yourself and others 
around you. This was the most gratifying 
thing after writing a book like Damages. 

Who are your inspirations and why? 

My earliest influences were Hesse and 
Sclimovic. I enjoyed their philosophical 
writings. Then I began to read Dostoyevsky. 

His search of the truth fascinated me. Next 
was Proust with his psychological analysis that 
made me more observant about the world. 

Mostly I love the classic writers. I admire 
Faulkner, Capote. MAjrquez, Nabokov, 
Bukowski, Pasolini. Balzac, Salinger. 

Baldwin. Williams, Conrad, Selby, and 
Vidal, because of their exquisite style of 
writing. I find their books always fresh and 
innovative to me. real art. From the poets I 
adore the love poetry of Rimbaud and Plath. 
and the bold poetry of Neruda and Lorca. 


If you were standed on a desert island w hich 5 
books would you want with you and why? 

1. The Catcher in the Rye by J.D. Salinger. 

His constant wry observations about 
what he encounters from the phonies 
capture the essence of my experience 

of alienation with this fake society. 

2. Swann's Way by Marcel Proust. His 
psychological inquiry feels sharper in this 
book, giving me much more palpable sense 
of the manipulations of those around me. 

3. Heart of Darkness by Joseph Conrad. The 
narrator undertakes both an outer and an inner 
journey into the heart of Africa, where he 
encounters representatives of every colonial 
power that exploit the world to this day. 

4. Lolita by Vladimir Nabokov. Nabokov's story 
about a middle-aged man’s obsessive love for a 
12-year-old girl is censors even today. But when 
we will censor our actions when we make wars 
and kill innocent children all over the world? 

5. Siddhartha by Hermann Hesse. Siddhartha's 
life takes him on a journey toward 
enlightenment. This book teaches me about 
fasting and living not to adore possessions 

in this materially obsessed society.

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When and where did you start doing art 
and w hat is your medium of choice? 

TF: I started in the early 1980's by 

taking a night course in colored 

pencil and proceeded with other courses 

in my spare time, in drawing and 

watercolor painting, over the years. My 

first teacher imparted a sense of 

seriousness to the endeavor, and I took 

her and my art seriously. I loved 

making art better than my regular job, 

so l kept with it. I tried many 

media and experimented with the 

fashionable styles of the times, but 

eventually I settled into using a combination of 


colored pencil drawing and watercolor painting. 
All my current work uses those media. 

What artists influence your work? 

TF: My favorite artists are the early 
Renaissance painters, though I have 
learned from many others from other 
periods. I used to pay attention to 
contemporary artists in galleries and the 
New York magazines, except the 
more conceptual they became, the more 
boring they were to look at. I 
finally gave up on them and focused on 
learning from the great masters. 1 
prefer their subtlety to the publicity oriented 
fashion-art so beloved by the media. 


Describe your relationship w ith the figures 
in your beautiful artwork. Are they from 
your imagination or do they really exist? 

TF: Most of my work starts with a 
photograph and an idea of what I want the 
picture to be. but I try to change the 
figures, using my imagination, to 
make my work deliberately different from 
the original photo. When I start a 
piece. 1 refer to the photo a lot, to get 
the pose and musculature to be 
convincing, but the more I get into 
the work, the less important the 
original photo becomes, until the final 
picture is all that’s relevant. 



What do you do when you are not creating art? 

TF: I am retired now from my career 
working for architects and commercial 
interior designers. I live with my lover 
of 17 years in a house in the 
foothills near Tucson, Arizona, with 
our two cats. I maintain my own 
website, where I post all my art work, and 
occasionally people buy paintings 
from me through the website. Incidentally, 
let me invite readers who are 
interested to view more of my work at the 
website, w ww.tcdfusby.com, where 
these pieces and many others can be seen, 
uncropped, in their full-frontal glory.
